the fron wen ouly. It is sald that thiz order,
fixing the thne when the mon may reanme work
for l‘"“"]“"l'”"‘" id to e given to-day Dy Lue
supreme head of the W. B. Al whose orders
whetlier reasonnble or other wise, 14 Is dangerous
to disobey. The date, 1t is supposed, will bs the
15eh inst.

It work 15 not allowed, the effect on hath the
Iron and coal tindes will ba much more unples-
eant than s expoected by the majorita.  Tos
eflect of gtopplug the fureaces will ba o mase
the price of domestle Iron higher than that o
Imporied, even with the duty added. Inporied
Iron will then be nsed extensively, anl ouar
mwanufactarers will have no dewiwod, aud conge-
quently the furnaces cannot e started evaeo
when it s otherwise possibla.  Toe sntire stop-
poage of the faronces will greatly affect thae do
miund for coal, and thus the coal interesta will
alto be made w sulfer.

Iu this conuection (L may be well to mention
that there are alro rumors current relativeto a
combinetion of the iron manunfaciarers,the carey -
ing compnnies and the coul operators in ease ol o
longer refusal to work by the miners, for the pur-
Pewe of breaking down entirely the working-
men's organlzation. This, 118 =ald, enn be doue
|:_\ o relusal flll‘ a short time by the ONEraLsr4 L)
work the mines, v the ecarrving eompanias by
trankport coal, and by the iron mwea o continue
work. It Qs said that the wron men are rendy to
ELop al apy momens, on aceount ol the uusatise
fnctory condition ol the trade,  thw
the operators can make more monsy by
being idle, and that the earrying companies
think it to their interesta to ald the movement,
While ruch a thing s very improbalile, the enl
wonld be very desirable. If the movemant
conld be loausarated in the manner daseribad
the end would certaluly be attained. The men
are wuch digentisled with the administration ol
their trade unlon, and it wounld take but o very
little  healthful  slarving ont  to  termis
nate  it8 existence. The union Is a nul-
fance at  the  besg of times, (I
taken altogether, If it were managed with mo-
deration, it would probably bhe prefarable to the
other evils, and wonld certainly be to the inte-
res's of I members.  Dat its managemsnt haas
been Jor some Lme, and now iz, 80 extremely
bad, thowing the grentest of willul blaasders
short-sightedness, and selfishness on the part of
the landers, that it cortainly benefits nohody —
not even its own members, and iws speedy dissoln-
tion would be considered the greatest of bless-
loge. Various efforts have besa made darlog
the week 1o oblain a general resumption, and
eeveral reports stnte  that terms have been
agreed upon In varions regions, In Lehigh
it iz eald that  the wmen will re-
fume on  last  year's basls, which can
be more easi'y paid there, In Wyoming the
men &l hold to their offer of #1 per dinmond
car, or a redvetion of thirty per cent. This is
Lt little higher than the greater reduoction
offered by the company, which produced the
strike. The men will not go any lower. and the
company, after sticking at the small diffurence
for a long time-probably for the purpose ol
upholding its dignity —will now most likely re-
sume on the offer of the men, In 8hamokin the
men are willlng to go 1o work st the 33 hasis,
with #220 as the lowest stopping point. A
mevting will be held in SBchuylkill to-day to
take sowe defivite nction,
